The Effect Upon the City and State'* 


Prosperity of the DepresuloD in the 
Mining Industry—Kullroada Waiting-

las been the cessation of hydraulic mining 
in California and the decline in silver min- 
ing ID Nevada, fApplause.]] 
We, here, 


are interested in the production of money 
as an industry, but we abo have that gen- 
eral iuterest which belongs to mankind in 
he legitimate and proper increase of the 
money volume of the world by un addition 
o its volume of precious metals. 


SILVER QOLD AND PROGRESS. 


The Senator has told you that the world's 


progress is written in terms of silver and of

I regret to say that many of the people 


if California have lost sight of the fact

use. It ia this legislative pressure which 
has reduced the value of silver, and noth- 
ng short of tbe removal of this legislative 
treasure can restore silver to its old value, 
ieturn it to its privileges in the mints of 
he country and its monetary value will be 
estorcd and it will seek its own parity 
with gold, 


BJtTJSBPBISBS ETOECTSD CONTRACTION. 


N'ow, my friends, I hope yen realize the 


uiportanee of the mining industry, but 
cc»U;ie the practice of that industry means 
n increase in the money volume it means 
u increase in tbe units of money in the 
world and means an increase in it* pros- 
perity, its wealth and its advancement. 
Applause.] 
Recollect that thire are four or five trans- 


ontinental railron is halting at Salt Lake. 
Vby are they halting? Because of the 
tringenoy in the money market. Reool- 
ect that the prosecution of tbe work on 
he Panama canal is now halting.

Because there is iiot money 
n the world to continue tbe enterprise, 
leoolleot tbat the Nicaragua conal, the

he mining industry, bnt in increasing the 
money volume of the world. Tbe volume 
must increase with the population and 
lasiness. The world requires more money 


>s population increases, just as it requires 
more railway carriages or more food, 
ifoney is the means by which values are 
raosported, just as railway oars are tbe 
mean* by which merchandise is trans- 
>orted, and you must have an increase in 
he volume of money as population and 
business increase, in order to secure the 
proper means jf exchange. 


MB. CAMIMBTTI. 


With reference to legislation in this 


State, I nave observed with considerable 
aterest the action of Mr. Camiaetti in 
ongress, and whilst it has not been a 
areful observation, I must say that his 
measures have had my cordial approval. 
is I understand it, these mines are now 
loaed under the injauctions of tbe courts. 
Doubtless had 
those injunctions been 


ought thirty years 
ago they 
would 


tave been denied. The agricultural inter- 
sts of the State have reached such an ad- 
•anced stage that they have become the

hydraulic mining, so tbat it can be 
conducted without injury to any vetted in- 
terest. It seems to ma tbat tbe substitu- 
tion of the practical tribunal for the judi- 
cial ia a wise one, in tbe interest of tha 
farmer as well ai tha miner, for the farmer 
must recollect tbat the best market which 
be can obtain for his products ia in the ad- 
jacent nines; that the near, liberal and 
generous market is much better than tbe 
far and remote. 


I trust, my friends, that the people of 


California will awaken to an enlighted 
judgment npon both the question of the 
prosecution of gold mining and tha prose- 
cution of silver mining, and yon can rest 
assured that if they render an intelligent 
judgment npon this question and aid the 
friends of metallic money throughout tba 
conntry, in the great contest which they are 
waging, California will be tba first to re- 
ceive the fraits of victory. • [Cheers and 
applause.
